On page 3 of the remarks, regarding claims 1 and 7, the Applicant argues neither Fang 
nor Wu disclose a dedicated physical data channel The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Wu 
discloses transmitting data packets 78 r 78 3 via data channels 70i-70 3 (logically equivalent to 
dedicated physical data channel) (See column 9, lines 32-37.)
